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Grade Mulbarry Street.

The respongibility for the long delay
in the promised gradjng of Mulberry
gtreet out to Arthur avenue must, it
uppears, be pluced directly upon the
Seranton Traction compauy. Under
Mr. Archer's management, that com-
pany obtained from the Lackawanna
[ron and Coal company the right of
way over the proposed Mulberry street
extension upon the condition that it
should bear all the expense of the nec”
essary grading, This grading has not
been done; and until it shall be, the
building lots sold by the Iron nund Coal
eompany are practically valueless for
residence  purposes, and the traction
company's franchise, permitting it to
run cars out Mulberry street to the
park boundury, is of no practical avail,

An errongous impression scems to
exlst that the ¢ity in some way is re
spongible fn part for this provoking
delay. The city engineer, it is true
wne once asked by the Traction coms-
pany to glve it the grade; but, npon
the mayor's recommendation, he re-
fused to Interfere in an official capn-
vity, for the resson that to have done
so would have rendered the eity linble
for damages in o muatter with which
the city, as yet, has notliing whatever
to do, The mayor was willing to let
the city engineer stake out the grade
after affected properly owners had
slgned n written release; but such a
document hns not yet been presented
to the municipal nuthorities, and they
are reluctant to intervene in an aflair
over which they have, at this moment,
no jurisdietion and no control,

Henee the matter in o nutshell, may
be #nld to rest between the Lackawan
na Iron and Coal company on the one
hand, and the Beranton Traction com=
pany on the other, with the Ilatter
company in the possession of the right
of way which it has not yet paid for,
under the terms of the contradt. If
the Traction company does not wish to
asgume this contract, it should seek a
release from the Lackawanna Iron and
Conl company, which, in turn, might
profitably give the right of way, unin-
cumbered, to the cily. The point
which we wish to emphasize here,
however, is that If the Traction com-
pany does not deslre to act fairly in
this matter it should retire from the
field, and give othera n chance to make
the Mulberry street approach fto the
Elmhurst and Nay Aug boulevard
